Mr. Lloyd, who Is nearly 5® years of 1 
age. woe walking In the direction rtf 
Abcrdare along the railway, and when, 
he had passed the resident of Lord j 
Abcrdare he found a huge landslip 
covering the whole railway. The 
Powell-Duffryn Company's colliery tip 
had been washed down from-the side, 
of the adjoining mountain, and an en¬ 
tire plantation had been carried over 
the A herd a re canal, completely block¬ 
ing the line. 

A train from Swansea had Just left 
A herdore. and as there was no signal 
box near, the one close by having been 
placed out of circuit an hour previous¬ 
ly. Mr. Lloyd rushed In the direction of 
Abcrdare. as he knew the train was 
due. and placing detonators on the rails 
was able to stop the engine within 50 
yards of the obstruction. 

The landslide had brought down the 
whole of the telegraph and signal wires, 
and there would have been no change 
of stopping the train If Mr. Lloyd had 
not had detonators in his pocket, a 
miraculous event. 

Mr. Lloyd had to run over the whole 
of the wreckage.
